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Chief of Detectives Desmond told the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning that he 
Was looking for Jack Hanson, a transit 
company detective, in connection with a 
certain case. 

Hanson, who is known among the tran- 
sit emploves as “Big Jack,’ on account of 
his avoirdupois, answers the description 
given by Ike Crosby, a 8t. Louls County 
negro of the man who arranged to buy 
from the negro 25 pounds of dynamite, and 
Who, according to Crosby's story, offered 
the latter $100 if he would help to blow up 
bridges on the transit company’s lines. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned that Han- 
son Was one of four transit men who vis't- 
ed the little farmhouse where the negro 
boards, late Saturday night, June 16 while 
Ora Havill .the transit detective now in 
jail, Was spending the night in the house, 
ostensibiy ly'ng in wait for dynamiters. 

It has been learned further that on this

certain big tree near the house about mid- 
might and later walked around past 
window at which Crosby sat smoking, wait- 
ing for the man to come and get the dyna- 
mite as arranged. 

Crosby deciares that this was the same 
man who had prom'sed ta come that night 
to get the dynamite, and says he would 
be able to identify him, having seen him 
and talked with him three times previous- 
ly 

Hanson formerly was a constable in Clay- 
ton, and it is said that he served for a 
time as deputy under Sheriff Henry Troll! of 
St. Louls. He has such experience in de- 
tective work as naturally attaches to thase 
offices. 

An effort was made to see Hanson 
Wednesday morning, but Superintendent 
Myers of the Lindell division, where Han- 
fon makes his headquarters, said the lIat- 
ter would not be on duty until late in the 
afternoon and that he did not knaw where 
he lived. Foreman Stambach also was ig- 
norant of Hanson's residence. 


Briefly, the story of the dynamite 
pilot is that Orra Havill was arrested by a 
policeman last Thursday wight at the in- 
Stance of General Manager Baumhoff, his 
employer, while eating lunch at the Delmar 
Garden cafe. 

The arrest was ordered on the strength of 
@ report made to Mr. Baumhoff by Mofor- 
man Clarence L. Smith of the Lindell di- 
Vision, who had been sent with Havill in the 
aftermoon to the transit bridge over the 
River des Peres, on Delmar boulevard near 
the garden, to find some dynamite which 
Havill had reported was hidden near the 
bridge, ucording to a conversation he 
claimed to have overheard downtown. 

Havill went to the spot where the 
nmamite was hidden with the unerring 
Stinct of a dime nove! sleuth, picked up 
two sticks of the explosive in the tal] 
weeds and a three-foot piece of fuse some 
distance away, and triumphantly informed 
Smith that he had found it. 

Smith, in the meantime, was laborously 
Searching in the weeds om the other side of 
the bridge. Havill's supernatural powers 
Sroused his suspicion, and he immediately 
returned to the car sheds and told Supt. 
Myers, who telephoned Mr. Baumhoff, with 
the result mentioned. 

The policeman found the two sticks of 
dynamite in Havyill’s coat pocket and the 
fuse in another pocket. Havill was taken 
to the holdover and a charge of having 
dynamite, also of carrying concealed weap- 
ons, Was made against him. 

Later he was transferred to the jail. His 
cases are docketed for Friday in the Court 
of Criminal Correction. 

Havill made conflicting statements to 
Chief of Police Campbe)) and Chief-of De- 
tectives Desmond, but after Smith visited 
police headquariers and told his story, 
Havill admitted that he haa placed the dy- 
Mamite there himself, with the idea of en- 
hancing his reputation with his employer 
by making the important “fina.” 

Havill was seen in the jail by the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday evening, and when 
asked if this latter statement was true he 
replied that it was merely a bluff and hinted

A Post-Dispatch representative visited the 
house where Crosby boards. The tenant 
the farm is William Rexhausen, a white 
man. Crosby is employed by the owner of 
the farm, who is a St. isoulis drugetst, in 
mining fire clay. He vsees a grenut deal o 
dynamite and has a license permitting him 
to use It.

There are three rooms. The negro sleeps in 
the kitchen. Mr. Rexhausen’s bedroom is 
upstairs. The downstairs front rocm is oc- 
cupied by tie farmer's daughter, Miss Iona 
Rexhausen. 

This is the story told 
Post-Dispatch: ‘Most 
here knows that I keep 
transit company trainmen know it, 
track runs close to the house and I! 
ride into St. Louis on the cars. 

“I have used dynamite for 30 years, and 
I know how to use it, too. I buy it in half- 
pound sticks and always keep from 15 to 
3) pounds on hand. 

“After dark Sunday evening. 
four men came to the house in 
The wagon stopped in the road down in 
front and one man came up and called 
me out. He was a big man, weighing over 
200 pounds, and wore a very smail, thin, 
sandy mustache. He had an a pair of 
blue pants, like the conductors or motor- 
men wear. 

“This man wanted to get some dynamite, 
and he offered me money to go with his 
party and set off the dynamite and blow up 
gg ay on the transit lines. He offered me 
$25 for what dynamite I had on hand. It 
cents a pound. 
liked money, but I had 
lived 59 years and never done nothing 
wrong yet, and it was too late for me to 
begin. I didn’t want to get pulled in just 
for the sake of a little money. 

“The man then went back to his wagon, 
got in, and they drove off. The next Tues- 
day night the same man came back again, 
with seven other men in a wagon with a 
cover of some kind 

*‘As before, the wagon 
front and this big man came 
for me. I went out and again 
buy dynamite. 

“But Monday 
Louis and tok 
of the four men, 
them. 

“I still refused to let them have the goods, 
but 1 made arrangements to meet the big 
fellow about 3 o'clock in the afternoon of 
Tuesday, June 12, and fix it up to sel] him 
some dynamite.

Baumhoft's office. too, 

“I met the big man at the place agreed 
on, Eighth and Biddle streets. 

“Havill had been sent with me to shadow 
him. Havill told me ta wait on the corner 
till he went into a saloon. Soon he came 
out and told me he had seen the fellow 

“The big man soon came up and invited 
me into a saloon on the carner to have a 
beer. We took two. Then he took me to 
a barrel house at 905 Franklin avenue and 
treated me to whisky. 

“It was arranged that he was to come 
out toa the farmhouse about midnight Sat- 
urday night and get 3 pounds of dynamite 
for which I was to recelve $25. 

“‘He also tried to hire me to help do the 
work. He had plenty of money. First he 
pulled out one roll and then another and 
showed it to me. He offered me $10) if I 
would go with him and some other fellows 
and blow up some bridges of the transit 
company. 

“Saturday evening, June 16, I again went 
to Mr. Baumhoff. and he sent Havill back 
to the farm with me. Havil. made arrange- 
ments with the folks to sleep in the house 
on a@ pailet upstairs in the room where Mr. 
Rexhausen «lept on the bed. 

“I sleep in the sitchen, but that 
stayed up waltunog for the dynamiter, 
give Havill warning eo that he could 
rest the nan 

“A little after 12 o'clock at night | was 
sitting at the kitchen window smoking my 
yjipe, when [| saw two men in the yard. 

hey came from around the front of the 
house and pasacl py my window. 

“The moon was shining and I recognized 
one of them as the big man who had vis- 
ited the house twice before and had met 
me at Eighth and Biddle streets, 

“] called upstairs to Havill that the 
dynamiters were there. Havill said it was 
all right, that they were some of his own 
men, and he wouldn't get up. I offered 
to help him take them with my shotgun. 

“After the men had prowled around for 
some time. I guess half an hour, there was 
shooting down near the car tracks and 
they ran off. They didn't come back. 

“Havill stayed there over Sunday = and 
spent Sunday night in the house. Mon- 
day morning we went to Mr. Baumhof?f to- 
gether. Havill carried away the dynamite 
and fuse and also three caps. 

“I'm looking for those dynamiters again 
Last Sunday I was in St. Louis and a tal). 
slim young fellow about 22 or 3 came up 
and said to me: ‘Ike, the boys will be out 
to your house for that stuff soon.’

This afternoon the arbi- 
tration committee of the bricklayers will 
meet the arbitration committee of the Chi- 
Masons and Builders’ Association and 
sign a work'ne agreement to extend to 
April, 1902. and the bricKlayers will im- 
mediate!y be given work.

A Handful of Foreigners Hemmed In 
by a Chinese Eorde at 
Peng-Tai. 


osuaske B. C., June 27.—Advices re- 
ceifed by the Empress of India give graph 
details of the escape from Pekin and Tien 
Tsin of foreigners. Of all the fugitives to 
reach the coast nane had a harder fight for 
their lives than the American, French and 
Heligian engineers, who were surrounded 


by the Boxers at Peng-Tai, the term!jus 
of the railway that was to run toa Han- 
kow. ’ 

When the Boxers attacked the station and 
the machine shops the engineers barricaded 
themselves in the machine shops and held 
the Chinese off for some time. They 
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several women with them, wives of some 
af them. These women ioaded the mens 
rifle belts and otherwise assisted to repel 
the Boxers Soon, though, the foreigners 
found their position in the shops untenable, 
as some of the Chinese had rushed them 
and set fire to a part of the buliding. Then 
they ran from it, fighting their way throng 
the Boxers. When they had gone through 
the Boxers’ lines the Chinese gave no mofe 
attention to them, but Instead began to 
pillage and destroy the station and Mae. 
whine shops. Two of the Belgians then 
hurried to Pekin, where they reported the 
danger of the party and called for volun- 
teers to help them. 

A number of Cossacks were dispatehed to 
the rescue. 

They set out on June 2 and encountered 
a large crowd of Boxers # miles from Tien 
Tsin and were obliged ta return, being Un- 
able to fight their way through the Boxers, 
The Cossacks, who numbered 33, had two 
officers wounded. 

In the meantime the engineers were De- 
tween two forces of Boxers. There Were 
30 of them. They bad taken up a position 
on a smal! hill and there they made 
trenches, in which they fought for an hour, 
holding off the Boxers to their front. They 
were al) unconscious of the party to their 
rear, and after the'r hard fighting arranged 
that eight should be left in the trenches to 
hold back the Boxers, while the other 2, 
including the women and children, went 
on towards Pekin.

Members of the April grandjury, who are 
being sued for libel by Supply Commnis- 
sioner Fred €<. Meier, scored an imporiant 
victory Wednesday when Judge John A 
Talty sustained the rulings of Referee 


Charies W. Holtcamp that they could not 
be compelled to testify as to the proceedings 
before them. 

Judge Talty’s decision banitshes the plain- 
tif’s hope to learn what occurred in te 
Grandjury room and tv ascertain the elr- 
cumstanees leading up to the famous report 
upon the conduct of the supply comimis- 
sioner’s office. 

It puts him altogether on his own re- 
sources. The decision of the court goes 
farther than to merely hold that the jurors 
shall not be compelled to answer as tu the 
proceedings in the jury room.

voted or what opinions they expressed on any mat- 
ter, and section 2508 that they shall not disclose 
any evidence or the name of any witness appear- 
Ing before them unless lawfully required, and a 
Violation of said oath or of these provisions is de- 
clared a wisdemeanor. Section 2506 gives the 
only cases in which they shall be lawfully re- 
guired to testify 

They may be required by any court to testify 
whether the testimony of a witness examined before 
them is consistent with or different from the evi- 
dence given by such witness before such court. 
They may be required to disclose the testimony 
given before them by any person, upon a complaint 
against such person for perury or upon his trial 
for such effense.

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CITY IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


As an ald towards the beautifying of St. Louis in advance 
of the World's Fair, it would be well to form a City Improve- 
ment Association on a somewhat similar model to that of the 
village and town improvement associations that have been 80 
guccessful in some Eastern towns. 

Stockbridge, Mass., for example, has had such an associa- 
tion for 45 years. It has in every way possible made the town 
sanitary and good to look upon and live in. It has created 
parks, made good sidewalks, clean streets, good lighting, etc. 
it has preserved historical objects, planted trees and encour- 
@ged the beautifying of yards and grounds. 

With such an association, the work of stimulating street 
improvement, garbage collection, tree planting, providing 
emall parks and playgrounds, removing unsightly fences and 
billboards, filling in rubbish pits and holes, clearing away 
refuse on Vacant lots, and in general, beautifying St. Louis, 
could be carried on in an organized, systematic way. We 
should not have to depend altogether on individual effort or 
slow official movements. The work weuld be sure of being 
done, and its visible effect would arouse citizens and munici- 
pal officials to co-operate in furtherance of it.
